All  applications  for  Private  Biils, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
1SG7  ” — ^whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line ; the  construction 
nr  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting  of  a right 
of  Perry  ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Compan.v;  or  other- 
wise for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever. or  for  doing  any  matter  or’thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of 
other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of 
the  community.  ■ or  for  making  any  amendment  of 
a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  the 
publication  of  a notice  clearly  and  distinctly  speci- 
fying the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  and 
when  the  api)lication  refers  to  any  proposed  work, 
indicating  sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to 
1k“  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant.
